To advise that the attached report of SA Richard T. 
Hradsky, dated 6-4-52 in the above captioned case reflects in- 
forisation indicating that subject may be involved in violations 
of local criminal statutes. 


To recooniend that the New York Office be requested 
to submit its observations as to the advisability of reporting 
this information to the New York City Police Department. 

DETAILS: 


The Bureau's interest in Weinstein, bom 7-17-26, 

New York City, is predicated upon information received from 
Jerome Eiigeno Tartakow, an informant who was incarcerated In 
the Federal House of Detention, New York City, with Julius 
Rosenberg. According to this informant, Rosenberg allegedly 
advised that an Individual, who has been identified as Max 
Finestone was the last member recruited into his espionage 
network, and on one occasion, drove Rosenberg to Ithaca, New 
York, in order to pick up espionage material from Alfred Sarant, 
another member of this network. Further, this individual used 
a 1949 or 1950 Buick convertible belonging to an individual 
who has been identified as V/einstein on this trip. It was also 
indicated to the informant by Rosenberg that Finestone was the 
espionage contact who sent Vivian Classman to Cleveland, Ohio 
in order to give V/illiam Perl, another member of this group, 
$2,000 to flee the country. 


Investigation conducted to date in instant case 
has failed to develop any information indicating Weinstein 
was engaged in espionage activities; however, it was determined 
that Weinstein had been connected with such organizations as 
the New York State Youth Progressives of America, the Cornell 
University Organization of American Youth for Democracy and the 
Anti-Fascist Refugee Co/nmittee. In addition it was learned 
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through Attorney 0* John Rogge who la a friend of the Weinste^ 
that subject 'a father, Joseph Weinstein, a very wealthy 
^ his be.n .oJrlod about hla son's associates .h^ ‘S’tSd 
as iadioals. During 1950, Woinstaln »as 
refused to be interviewed. In 1951, he was called before a

tation for changes at the David Bogen Company than BROWN had 
heard of in his seven years there end had neglected his work in 
doing so, which resulted in his being fired, , - . 


BROWN advised that WEINSTEIN had indicated that he/ was 
a Communist on an occasion which developed after a union meeting.

BROWN a paper the title of which BROWlx recalled as i»ew Challenge 
BROWN said he recalled that the paper had some connection with 
the Labor Youth Leage, 


He did not recall that WEINSTEIN had ever asked him 
to accompany him to any Communist Party meetings nor had he 
ever asked him to Join any organizations*

A reviev of xirevioue reports euibaiitted b/ your office in 
tbio ease reflects coi»idereble Infomatlon concemlng tbe banb 
account of svibject maintained at the Industrial Bank of Comnerce, 

Rev York City. It is noted that since the opening of this account 
in 19^7, subject has aade substantial deposits and vithdravals 
running Into four and five figures on several occasions. It Ic 
further noted that on numerous occasions subject hoo either overdravn 
hlo account or left a very small balance. It la realized that 
Velnstein receives a substantial Income from inveotmonts and 
business Enterprises of bis vealthy father. Rovever, from investi- 
gation conducted to date. It does not appear that subject lives on 
a high scale but lives a rather frugal life. Inasmuch as std>ject 
has dravn substantial sums of money from bis eccount from tine to 
tltae, investigative efforts should be directed tovard deterislnlng 
the disposition cS this money. It is believed logical to assume 
that subject does not use tbio money for his ordinary living 
expenses. Tbe possibility that this money is redeposlted in another 
account maintained by the subject or invested by him In some business 
or other entorprloe should be considered. Every effort should be 
made to determine if subject has other bank sccounts and business 
Investments. In that connection, an examination of bla canceled 
checks should be made on a monthly basis, if possible, for the next 
six months so that a proper analyaia can be made of the activity In 
this account. 


You will recall that Julius Rosenborg v&s orrested on 
July 17, 1950. Tvfo doya later, Weinstein sold hla 19^9 Bulek 
conveirtible to a used cor dealer for $1,600 and deposited this sum 
to hlo account. On July 20, 195<^> Weinstein vrlthdrov $7,300 from 
his account. On July 21, 1930, Vivian Olossmon received $2,000 
In cash from on unidentified Individual to deliver to William Perl 
In Cleveland, Ohio. It Is also Intercotlng to note that Morton 
Sobell left the United States on July 22, 1930, and Alfred Sorent 
disappeared shortly thereafter. The possibility exists that Sobol3. 
and Snrant vere given substantial sums of money to assist them In 
their flight. Further, the possibility of Weinstein being the source 
of funds given to various members of the Rosenberg group should be

DAVip';^REBnGLASG and his wife, RUTjF GREEN GLASS, have 
advised that tney were recruited into the Soviot espionage 
apparatus by JULIUS ROSENBERG, a brother-in-law of DAVID 
GREENGLASS. DAVID GREENGLaSS is now serving a fifteen yo or 
sentence for transmitting certain classified data relating to 
the atomic bomb project at Los Alamos, New Mexico, to Il/iRRY GOLD, 
a confessed Soviet spy now serving a thirty year sentence for 
espionage* JULIUS ROSENBERG and his wife, ETHEL, were sentenced 
to doath in April 1951 iu the Southern Distrlcl; of New York for 
conspiracy to commit espionage against the United States* 


DAVID and RUTH GREENGLASS learned through conversation 
with JULIUS ROSENBERG during the period’ 194^ to 1950 that he was 
extensively engaged In Soviet espionage, in connection with 
which he was using as a conspiratorial headquarters and for the 
purpose of microfilming documents and making espionage contacts, 
on apartment in the Greenwich Village Section of New York City, 
nnd an apartment in the vicinity of Twelfth Street and Avenue B. 

Information obtained from MAX'^'^^ITCHER, who admits ”• 
that ROSENBERG attempted to recruit him for Soviet espionage, 
indicates that the Greenwich Village apartment was located at 
65 Morton Street, New York City. This apartment was rented in 
the name of ALFRED SARANT from October 1943 to January 1950. 


Confidential Informant T-1, of known reliability, 
advised on March 23, 1951 that/ JULIUS ROl^NUERG '’mentlonod an 
apartment rented by a studont /os tens ibly^ used for studying on 
Morton Street, where he, JOE^V^aKR and-^»BILL> used -to moot In 
secret to dis cuss their plans*” ROSENBERG did not identify 
**BILL” at this time but from other conversations the Informant 
had with ROSENBERG, "BILL'* Is believed by T-1 to be WILLIAM 
PERL, 
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On July 10, 1951 T-1 stated that ROSMBSRG Informed ' 
him that this apartment was ostensibly rented for a student to 
have a place to study, but that the real purpose was to have a 
place for meetings* ROSENBERG said that ho had typed for .many 
hours on various occasions in the Morton Street apartment and 
that to reduce the typing sounds he placed rubber pads under 
the typewriter table legs and would let the water run in the 
bathroom* ROSENBERG advised T-l that he paid the rent on this 
apartment* 

ALFRED SARANT, upon interview, has advised that he 
was a member of the Greenwich Village Branch of the Communist 
Party in 1943-l9ll4# believes that he met JULIUS ROSENBERG 
through a mutual friend named JOEL BARR» SARaWT has denied 
that ROSE^ERG was ever in his apartment at 65 Morton Street, 
but Mi'Of/^lTCHER has advised that JULIUS RO^^j^ERG, JOEL BARR, 
WILLIa'^TERL (also known to him as IflLLI^iM^UTTERPEfiL) , and 
ELITCHER and hlswlfe, HELENE, were together In SARkNT'S apart- 
ment, nximbcr 6-1, at 65 Morton Street, Now York City, In 1943- 

1944* / 

/ In 1945 ALPRE^AfUNT married LOUISE JACQ,UELIIU3 

/RUBELROSS and moved to Ithaca, New York, in about September 1946 
/ at which time the apartment at 65 Morton Street, How York City, 
was taken by his friend, JOEL BARR. It was arranged that BARR 
would him the rent for the apartment in Ithaca, New York, 

and thay^ABANT would then pay the landlord of 65 Morton Street, 
by cho o«^'. 


SARANT has advised that V/ILLIAM PERL, who was a friend 
of both SivRANT and JOEL BARR, used the apartment subsequent to 
JOEL BARR under the same rental paying arrangement and that PERL, 
in sending the last money order payment in January 1950, attached 
a note requesting SAhivNT to relinquish the apartment as PERL no 
. longer had any use for it* 

ALFRED SAR/iNT, following his interview by Bureau 
agents in July-August 1950, fled the United States into Mexico, 
entering under an assumed name. His present whereabouts Is 
unknown* 


WILLIkM PERL has boon identified as a Soviet agent 
by ROSENBERG to Confidential Informant T-1* PERL is at present 
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under indictment for perjury before the Federal Grand Jury In 
the Southern District of New York* 

JOEL BARR was _ Identified as a Soviet agent by 
ROSENBERG to DAVID GREENGL/iSS following JOEL BARR'S sailing 
from the United States for Europe In January 1948* ROSEI'JBERG 
advised DAVID GREEt'IGLASS that BARR was going to Europe to con- 
tinue his espionage work In European countries* 

ALFRED SAHA^T has advised that JOEL BARR had a girl- 
friend named VIVIALp^LASSMAN and that he believes that VIVIAN 
GLASSMAN sent him /the first few rental payments in the form of 
money orders for the apartment rent at 65 Morton Street, New 
York City. 


The Albany Office advised on July 22, 1950 that a 
money order, number 988487* issued at the Church Street Station 
Post Office, New York City on august 8, 1949, payable to ALFRED 
SaRANT from VIVIaN GLASSMAN, 131 East Seventh Street, New York 
City, as remitter, was located in the account of ALFRED SaRaNT 
in the First National Bank of Ithaca, New York* The money order 
was in the amount of ^45*00 and bore a deposit date of August 
11, 1949. 


VIVIAN GLASSMAN has advised upon interview that £he 
was the former fiancee of JOEL BaRR and that she had sent money 
orders to aLPRED SARANT in payment of the rent on 65 Morton 
Street in July and August 1946 • She also admitted that she had 
made on airplane trip to Cleveland, Ohio, on July 22, 1950, to 
contact WILLIaM PERL with $2,000,00 in cash to give instructions 
to leave the United States and go to Mexico* 

She stated that she received the $2,000,00 and the 
instructions for PERL from an unknown man who contacted her at 
her apartment at 13I East Seventh Street, New York City, on 
the evening of July 21, 1950. GLASSMAN claimed that the Identity 
of the man who contacted her was unknown to her, but refused to 
assist agents to identify him. 

Confidential Informant T-1 adviced that in conversa- 
tion JULIUS ROSENBERG stated that on a holiday weekend, which 
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the Inforin&nt believes may have been the Fourth of July weekend, 
1949, WILLIiiM PEEL removed some secret files from a laboratory 
located at Columbia University* PERL took these files to 
ROSENBERG'S apartment at Knickerbocker Village, New York City, 
where ROSENBERG, PERL, a third unidentified individual who was 
called in from out of town, and a fourth man, together spent 
fourteen to seventeen hours with two cameras photographing the 
material that PERL had obtained, in order that PERL could return 
the material at his earliest convenience to Columbia University* 
ROSENBERG indicated to T-1 that the third man was MICRAEL 
SIDOROVICH, whom he described as a member of his espionage 
organization. 

Confidential Informant T-1 stated that the fourth man 
was a definite member of the ROSENBERG espionage apparatus; that 
he is the man who subsequently contacted VIVIAN GLjiSSMaN on 
July 21, 1950> to arrange with her to proceed to Cleveland, Ohio, 
to contact WILLI>.M PERL and give him $2,000*00 in order to 
facilitate his flight from the United States to Mexico* 

The informant advised that JULIUS ROSENBERG indicated 
that the Russians sent his last recruit to contact VIVIaN 
GLASSM/iN on July 21, 1950> &nd that the last Individual that 
JULIUS ROSENBERG recruited into his Soviet espionage ring was 
a mon who lived with the son of a wealthy family. The informant 
stated that the son of the wealthy family owned a black con- 
vertible Buick automobile with a white top, either a 1949 or 
1950 model, and that he loaned his Buick to the last JULIUS 
ROSENBERG recruit who drove ROSENBERG to Ithaca, Now York, to 
sec ALFRED SARj.NT find make a pickup of espionage material. The 
date of the Ithaca trip would appear to have boon either the 
weekend of Juno 3-4 or June 10-11, 1950, according to informa- 
tion furnished by DAVID GREENGL/iSS* 

Concerning the identity of the two individuals des- 
cribed above by T-1, Investigation to identify the last recruit

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JAMES WEINSTEIN is the s.on of JOSEPH' WEINSTEIN, 
President of the Versailles Garment Corporation, 470 Seventh 
Avenue, Now York City, a ladles’ garment manufacturing firm* 
JivMES WEINSTEIN, in an interview with Bureau agents on- August 
1950, produced a New York State automobile registration 
doted January 19, 1950 for S' 3.949 Bulck convertible* 

JAMES WEINSTEIN resided at 43-0 East Ninth Street, 

New York City, with M/.X PTNESTONE from February 1950 to about 
October-November- 1950. 

FIWESTONE, who was born on July 28, 1922, af 
Boston, Massachusetts, is a graduate of Cornell University, 
having been graduated in September 1949, and is a close friend 
of LOUISE (PUSS) SARANT. 


On April 5, 1951, VIVIAN GLASSMAN was observed leaving 
her apartment at 13I East Seventh Street, New York City, with 
a man who was subsequently Identified as MAX FINES TONE.

This is with reference to your memorandum of February 4> 
1954, in which you request the opinion of the Criminal Division 
regarding possible prosecution of the subject \mder the provisions 
of Title 18, U.S.C*, Section 1001, based on his execution of a 
personnel security questionalre on June 12, 1951, in connection 
with an application for employment at the Anton Electronic 
Laboratories in Brooklyn, New York, 

It is noted from the summary report which you enclosed 
that Weinstein failed to answer question number 26 of this question- 
aire pertaining to organizations in which he holds or has held 
membership, and that in answering question number 29, he claimed 
former employment ly the Espey hfenufacturing Company of New York 
City, which fact is denied ly that concern. 

According to the summary report, a witness is available 
who could testify that Weinstein attended at least one meeting of 
the American Youth for Democracy, and confidential informants have 
stated that he was a leader in the Young Progressives of America 
and active in the labor Youth League. 

Title 18, U.S.C., Section 1001 provides criminal 
penalties not only for the making or using of aiy false statement 
or writing vrLthin the jurisdiction of an agency of the United 
States Government, but also for the wilful and knowing concealment 
of any material fact ly ^ny trick, scheme or device. In order to ■ 
conduct a successful prosecution of the subject, it would be 
Incumbent upon the Govezment to prove his membership in the above 
organizations, his wilful Intent to conceal that fact, emd that 
such membership constituted a material fact within the jurisdiction 
of the department or agency of the United States Government concerned 
with the execution of the questionalre. 
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While Weinstein's failure to note his activities in the 
American Youth for Democracy might well be construed as the 
concealment of a material fact, as penalized ty Section 1001, JX 
is the opinion of the Criminal Division that ^insufficient ^gyldejgic^ 
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exists to establish either his membership in the organization or his 
intent to conceal such membership. The sole evidence which could be 
..adduced at tri.al would be the testimony of .Kenneth, W.\Itoore that 
the subject was a ’’fellow traveler” and that a meeting of\he Execu- 
tive Committee of a unit of tne Amerlcaii Youth for Democracy was once 
hel.ii at h1s Nnv York ^^nqrtnent* 


Referring spec i^.ic ally to Veins tcin ’ s listing of employment 
at Espey Manufacturing Company, it is doubtful that this falsification 
Tn i.he instant situation is S’.ich materiality as to brim,; it within 
thfc scone of Cect.ion 1001. Assuming . however, that it were material, 
it is the opinion of this Division that a prosecution under the fore- 
gci.ng section, besed on tuis misrepresentation, standinfT alone, could 
not be successfully uniertakoi in these circumstances. 

Altbr.ugh it is noted that certain ceni'idential informants, 
if ^liride availnblc', cou^ d probably establish ''c in stein ’ s membership 
in the Yc'-ng Progress.! ves of .•imerj.ca, it .is the opinion of the Criminal 
Division that his failure to state his membe/shin in this organization, 
which, according to your informant, is not Communist dominated or 
controlled, does not constitute the concealment of a material fact 
'•^ithin the. purvit-,'-' of >ectlon 10*31, and '-ould not be on "opropriate 
basis for an indictment.

it is not believed that testimony as to his participation in social 
affairs sponsored by that organization vould be sufficient to establish 
his status MS a member.

T-1 was irelntervlewed on April 12, 1954 for any further details 

regarding this statement. He stated that he has always considered WEINSTEIN 

an organizer in the LYL and YPA because WEINSTEIN always seemed to be working 

with the other organizers and directing social affairs between the local YPA 

and LYL Clubs and their respective headquarters. He stated that WEINSTEIN’S 

actions at these social affairs appeared to him to be more than those of a 

rank and file member. T-1 pointed out that the local LYL and yPA Clubs have 

overlapping membership and it is difficult to differentiate WEINSTEIN'S 

activities inasmuch as he belongs to botb..>'"^ 
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He recalls sometime in 1950 subject drove some YPA officials to 
a Hev York State Conference of the YPA at Albany^ Hew York. Be also recalled 
that on occasion WEINSTEIN made contributions to the YM.

This is with further reference to a memorandum from the 
Crindnal Division dated March 29, 195b, in which it was requested 
that the confidential informant designated by the symbol T-18 
in the report of Special Agent Richard Minihan dated January 13, 

195b> be reinterviewed to ascertain further details regarding 
his statement that the subject was an "organizer” for the Labor 
Youth League. 

It is noted from the report of Special Agent Richard 
Minihan dated April 16, 195b, that this informant can only state 
that Weinstein was a Labor Youth League "organizer". It would 
appear that his only admissible testimony would be to the effect 
that Weinstein attended social gatherings sponsored by the Labor 
Youth League, consorted with officers of a local chapter of the 
Labor Youth League, and made financial contributions to that organi- 
zation and to the Young Progressives of America. In view of the 
foregoing, it is the opinion of the Criminal Division that the testimony 
of this informant standing alone and uncorroborated, is insufficient 
to establish VJeinstein's membership in the Labor Youth League and to 
support a prosecution under the provisions of Title 16, Ifciited States 
Code, Section 1001, based on his concealment of that fact in a 
Personnel Security Questionnaire which he executed on June 12, 1951* 



However, if other witnesses become available who can testify 
In greater detail as to the subject's activities in the Labor Youth 
League, such as his attendance at business meetings, payment of dues, 
or other indicia of membership, the advisability of prosecution will 
be reconsidered.

Cn October 7, 1956, Peter Hawley, New York State 
Chairman, American Labor Party, publicly announced the 
American Labor Party State Committee unanimously approved 
a resolution dissolving the organization and ordering the 
liquidation of Its assets. 
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YOUNG PROGRESSIVES OF AMERICA 

' HERBERT ROMERSTEIN, a self -admitted former 
Communist and Young Progressives of America (YPA) member, 
in testimony before a subcommittee of the Committee of 
the Judiciary, United States Senate, on April 12, 1951. 
and June 12, 1951# stated that the YPA was set up on the 
basis of the needs of -the CP, YPA members were active 
within the organization as Communists and the organization 
was developed along CP lines, ROMERSTEIN also related 
that YPA leadership was composed of CP members. He 
further testified that the founding convention of the 
YPA was held in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, in 1948. 

A confidential informant, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised on June 24, 

1955, that the YPA sponsored a concert by PAUL ROBESON 
on January 6, 1955, held in Townsend Harris Auditorium, 
City College of New York. 

Concerning PAUL ROBESON, another confidential 
informant, who has furnished reliable information in the 
past, advised In -June; 1950, that ROBESON was Icnown to him 
prior to 1945 as a concealed Communist, 


The first above-mentioned Informant advised on 
January 31, 1956, that the YPA applied for a charter 
at City College of New York but that same was declined 
and that the YPA could not function on the campus of the 
City College of New York. 


A confldeatlal informant, who was in a position 
to furnish reliable infomatlon, on March 14, 1956 

^hat YPA, as of this date, maintained a group 
at the City College of New York.
